DEFIES THE CANNIBALS. 


Japanese Druggist Ignores Threats 
of Man-Eating Monarch. and Will 
Return to Spread Civilization.

<A cableway connecting the Port of 
Savona to San Giuseppe, an im- 
portant junction on the lines from | 
Savona to Milan and from Savona te 
Turin, is shortly to be put in opera- 
tion. It is said to be the largest of 
its k in Burope with regard to the 
length’ of the line and ime ca ¢ 

It starts from a loading station 
the Port of Savona, where important 
ferro-concrete depots holding about 
10,000 tons of coai have been con- 
structed, and crosses the mountains 
on lattice-poles, having a maximum 
height of 32m. anchored in con- 
crete foundation blocks. The maxi- 
mum span Between the posts is 355 
m. At the discharging station at 
San Giuseppe, the wagons are tak- 
en by two overhead cranes of 75m. 
span, traveling along a suspended 
track over 900m. long and supported 
by a number of ferro-concrete col- 
umns 1.60m.' in diameter, placed 12 
m. distant from each other and 16m. 
in height. Parallel to this elevated 
line, depots have been provided to 
receive as much as 600,000 tons of 
coal, They are connected to the Ital- 
lan State Railway system by means 
of a ferro-concrete bridge of 150m. 
over the Formida River. 

The work was begun in 
1911, and completed within 


March,

World Follows the Battle of Cuatro Cienegas, Where 


Oroxco's Forces Revert to a State of Savagery and.

D tle of Cuatro Cienegas, which was | 

characterized by horrors even 
surpassing Gen. Sherman's famous 
characterization of war, filtered thruch 
the strict censorship ‘maintained by 
the Mexicang rebels and reached this 
city yesterday.
